He then returned 


to the United States und, together 
with Jose Marti, attempted another 
revolution. 


At Maaeo's death Garcia was elected 


liuutonant general of the Cuban army, 
which position ho hold to the close 01' 
tho war. During this command lie 
cleared tho interior of his department 
of Spanish troops. 


After tho declaration of war between 


tho United States and Spain, General 
Miles commuiuui.'ling the American 
army, uoiit his representative to Gen- 
eral Garcia, 
uud subsequently tho 


American aud 
Cuban generals co- 


operated in their movements against 
Santiago. 
All tho officers who par- 


ticipated iu tho active work around 
Santiago boar tutttiinoiiy to tho great 


aid, 
assistance and loyalty manifested 


by General Garcia during the cam- 
paign. 


When the Cuban assembly met, at 


tho close of the war, General Garcia 
was one of the principal advisers and 
was elected chairman of llw commis- 
sion directed to come to tho United 
States nud confer with tho authorities 
hero with reference to the work in 
hand.
